Rent costs vary with the locality. 
Although the average for tile whole j 
union is 117r, city workers are often 
forced to spend as much as 15Cr of I 
their wages for housing. This covers 
the rent of two rooms and kitchen, 
usually without bath and almost never 
with central heating, in old houses on 
back streets.
